' m arked the all-tim e high up to th a t 
point

T he year 1950 showed an increa*e 
is the num ber of births over the 
com parable period for last year p ra c ­ 
tic a lly from the beginning of the 
year Up to the end of November. 747 
birth* had been recorded 
By th e 
end of November last year. 729 births 
were listed Two m onths. November 
and Septem ber, each were recorded 
w ith having 77 births, the highest 
num ber in any one m onth during 
1950 
In 
1949, 
November 
saw 
86 
births, the all-tim e record for any 
m onth. 
T his year's crop of more th an 800 
babies m arks a continuation of a 
steady increase in the num ber of

fighting champion." The NBA said 
Charles has no logical contender for 
the heavyweight crown. 
Louis retired undefeated Mach I.
